He Parlmmejit of the Commonwealth 
of England i calling to minde with what 
continued Demonftrations of Friend- 
fhip and fincere A,ff?^ions/roin the ve- 
ry bcgirtnii^ of their inteftinc Troubles 
. they have • proceeded towards their 
Neighbors of the United Provinces, omitting nothing 
on their part that might conduce to a good corre(pon- 
de^de with them, and to a growing up into a more hear 
and .ftrid Union then formerly. Do finde themfelvcs 
much furprucd with the unfutable Returns that have 
been, made theiieunto, and cipecially at the Afts of 
Hoftility lately committed in the vciy Roads of Eng- 
\ land upon the Fleet of this Cciii^ttionweal th, the matter 
of .Fad whereof ftated in clear Proofs^ is hereunto 
annexed 5 UponXeridusand deliberate cpnfideration of 
all, and of the feveral Papers deKvered in by Your Ex- 
cellencies to the Councel of State , the jparliamcnt 
thinks fit to giye this Anfwer to^thofe Papers : ' ^ 

The Parliament, as they would be willing to ijaiaiM 
a charitabkcof^radlQn of the Expreifioas ufed in the 
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faid Papers, codeavpring to rcprcfcnt the late Engagc- 
mciit cf the Fleets to liave faapned without the 
knowledge, and againft the mindc of Your Superiors ;

ground of Jealoufie in Your own judgments ^ when 
Your Lordihips pretended to excufc it) and the Inftru- 
^ions thcmfclvcs given by Your Taid Superiors totheir 
Commanders at ^a^ Do 6xvit too much caufc to be-' 
lieve^ libattbe Lords the States General of the United 
Provinces hmc an intention , by Forte to ufucp the 
known Rights of B^fo«if»i die Seas^ todeftroy the 
Btets diat are, uifder God^ their Walts and Bulwarks, 
and tbercl>y txpoTe^ns Commonwealth to Imrafioh at 
their pleafure, a5 by this late Adion tbey have attem-^ 
pted to do : Wi^copoti ifhc-PatHament conceive they 
are obliged to Endtavoc, with Gods alKftance^ as they 
-^iball h?ve opporttidity , To feck Rcpairarion of the 
Wrongs alrea^ fulered^ and Security that the like be 
not attempted lot tfec future.

Pon TueC3ay the Eghteenth of Uaq 1^51. in the 
• morning. General 'Blake being gone to the Weft- 
ward as for as Rje Bay eight days before with twelve or 
thirteen Ships, leaving Major Bt^mt^m the J^Qv^ns with 
eight Ships oncly, there appeared upon the backfidc of 
tte G$9dmn a Holland Fleet of Men of War cbnfifting 
cf two and forty Ships, one whereof had a Hag on the 
mam-top^Maft nead» the reft Jacks and Ancients ) and 
being come unto the South- fands head , two of them 
bore up to^vards the EngHfl) Ships in the D^m/^^where- 
i^on Major f^rifffent out the Greyhound to escamine 
them^and tpknow the reafon of their fo near approach^ 
who anfweringi That they had a MefTage to the Com- 
mander in chief in the Dewns, were permitted to come 
in, and havit^ faluted the Flag » the two Captains na- 
med Tyfm ami Aldrcd came Aboard the faid Major 
B$mr»^zvyi acquainted him that they were fenc by Va» 
Trumf CO let him know that he had been Ridkig about 
punkirk with his Fleet , where by reafon of foiu Wea^ 
tfaer they had loft many of their Cables and An- 
clKMrS) and the Hind bemg Northerly, were driven fur- 
ther to the Soitthvyard then they intended , which VOf^ 
Trumf thought fit,ta£gnifie to prevent any mifappre- 
ibeniions or Jealouiies. And having (aid this, ana re- 
ceived for anfwer. That the Reality oif what they faUt 
would beft appear by their fpeedy drawing olTfrom this 
Coaft , they departed to tmir Fleet v and xn^oiiediately

then (hot of the Caflle the fame day in the afternoon. 
Upon their coming before Dover Caftie , and Riding 
there with Flag in the Main- top, without falu ting the 
Caftle, the Caftlc made three fliot at them t notwith- 
ftanding which, the Dutch Admiral kept up his Flag, 
.and rode there at Anchor until the next day noon^ and 
cxercifed his Mufquetiers, by difcharging Volleys of 
fmall (hot many hours together. Upon Wedncfday 
about twelve a clock the Dutch Fleet weighed Anchor 
and ftood off towards Calice fome fourLeagues into the 
South-eaft •, about the fame time the Englifli Fleet un- 
der General B/^Jfe^ coming from the Weft towards the 
JDonfns difcovered them, and fuppofed by their Courdb 
they had been going back-. Major JR^^r/i like wife was 
in fight, coming from the Bowni to joyh with General 
Blake. About an hour or two after, the Holland Fleet 
altered their courfe, came back again, made all the Sail 
they could, and bore direiftly with General hUke, Van 
Truing the headmoft with his Flag in the Main-top^and 
being come within (hot, the General (hot a Gun at his 
Main-top, and then two (ingle (hot more: whereupon 
Trmnf (hot a fingle (hot through the Generals Flag, 
and then immediately gave the fir ft Broad- fide and 
took in his Pendants, and hung our his Red Flag under 
the Holland Colours,which was the Signal on theirpart 
for their whole Fleet to ingage, and fo the Fight began, 
which happened between four and five a clock in the af- 
ternoon, and continued until nine of the clock. In the 
Fight the Engli(h took two of the Holland Fleet , one 
whereof having fix foot water in the Hold they left, ta- 
king the Captam and Officers aboard, the other being 
a Ship of tnirty Guns. General BUke lay all night 

where 
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where the Fight began, or near thereabouts, $nd thd 
Holland Fleet was efpyed about four Leagues diftant 
towards the Coaft of France Tit%t niorning. 

The truth of this Relation, appears ia the Letters of 
General iUke^ Major ftww, and others in thj AAion^ 
by the Examinations of the Dutch Captainsj and other 
Officers taken in the Fight*, the Inftru^ftions given to 
the Dutch Captains and Commanders^ and other Pa- 
pers, all which are hereunto annexed. 

And whereas, r^^ Trump in «he accoropt he gives of 
this Action, makes the occafion of his coming back 
upon the Engli& Fleet, the« guarding of (bmc Mer- 
chant men richly laden from the Streighn, which had -, 
been in fight with fome of our Friggot$ : That a^ftioa 
is fet down in a Letter written by Captain T^^^ ("here-: 
unto alfb annexed^ whereby tne occafion, beginning- 
and ending thereof is declared : And befides, thefe, 
very Ships which he pretends to come toproteftor re- 
fcue^ upon Saturday before had paft by General ^/^^^ 
and were gone tothe Eaftward.

exccrabic, cfpccialjy in relation to the Cbriftians> who 
are taught by their meekefl; Savior to fpare other mens 
blood as well as their own. But amonjgft all kinde of 
Wa|s> is this to be reputed the moft detedable and hof- 
rible if between thcfe Nations Wat be rifen* Truly the 
experience teacbetb us , that the befl ^d ftrongeft 
Wine (if it be corrupted) becomes the fowrcft Vineger ; 
and indeed if two Nations having been friends of old 
times^ of the fame Religion, lovers of Liberty, joyning 
upon the, fame Sea^ next Neighbors, both Valiant and

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I of them many df the Englidi} But they fear- 
ing that the Ship would fink, they took the 
flight, after they ha^ plundred all in HoAile 
nianer : They Declared alfo, That they fee

the rear of our Fleet) an hour before was ta- 
ken : Weintend with this Eaftcrly wind to 
crofs to and fro, that we mayftnde out the 
iaid Strelght fearders, if it be po6ibIe,and with 
all other Ships with whonn we may meet, to 
bring them (afe in :our Country : So ending 
was fubfcribed.

\ S on Monday laft the Ambaffadops of the States 
j\^oisi\iiUmted rrovinces of the Nethcrlandsi have 
faidbeforc the moft lUiiftrious Councel upon their ho- 
nor and faith , and have averred by tfeeWitnefs of 
God , That the unlook'd for and untimely Sea-fight 
of the two Fleets happened without the knowledge and 
. the will of the faid llords States, and with^ trtatinp

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V^ith the Councel about it with all uprightncfs, deliver- 
ing them a Copy o^Trumfs Letters himfclf, whereby, 
it might the better appear to this Commonwealch,ihat 
the faid Lords States had commanded the faid trumf 
nojthing elfc then to fliip about the Coafts and Havens 
of their Dominions , to (hun all fufpitions and DifTen- 
tions 5 evenfo now again the fame Lords Ambaflfadors 
aflure the moft Illuftrious Counc'el, That by the Ordi- 
nary MeflTenger they receive yefterday, they have re- \ 
ceived all the Cohfulcarions handled by the/aid Lords 
States ijeneral from the 12"** until the 19'^ day of the 
laft Moneth (new ftile) on which the faid Fight happen- 
ned^ whereby it appears yetmorexlear/ and the faid 
Lords-Comtaiffioners are more aflured ^ that their Su-

EVen as both by word of mouthy and alfo by Wri- 
ting, wc have fignificd to this Councel on the third 
and fixtb days of this moneth^ taking God the fearcher 
of Mans hearts to witnefe, that the moft unhappy Fight 
of the fhips of both Commonwealths did nappen a- 
gainft the knowledge and will of the Lords States Ge- 
neral of the United Netherlands 5 fo alfo arc we daily 
more and more aflured both by Meffages and LetterSj^ 
witncffing the moft fincere hearts of our faid Lords^and 
that with grief and aftopifiiment they received the fatal 
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News oF that unhapj^ rafh A<flioh • and that uport 
what wc thereupon prefently fcnt them word of^ they 
did confuk and endeavor to findc out what Remedy 
chiefly may be applied to mitigate that raw and bloody 
Wound : To which end, they have written out for to 
gather a folcmn Meeting or Parliament of all the Pro- 
vinces 5 whereby we do not doubt but there will be 
provided for thefe Troubles (by Gods favor) fuch a 
cure and prefent help, whereby not onely the outward 
caufe of all further Evil may be taken away^ but alfo by 
an Intern comfort the mindes maybe redreifed and re- 
duced again to a better hope of our Treaty in hand 5 
Which thing being now moft carneftly agitated by our 
Lords for the conimon good of both Nations, to fbun 
that deteftable (bedding of Chriftian blood (fo much 
defired, and would be dearly bought by their common 
Enemies of both Nations , and of the Reformed Reli- 
gion) we agaitfdo crave this moft Honorable Councel, 
and bcfeech you, by the Pledges both of the common 
Ueligion and Liberty: tnean while tafuffer nothing to 
be done out of too much heat , that afterwards may 
prove neither revocable nor repaitablc by too late idle 
Vows and Wiihes; butrathcr^that you would let us re- 
ceive a Idnde Anfwer without funher delay upon our 
laftRequeft. 

Which we ^6 again and again defire fo much the 
more, becaufewe underftand, that the Ships of our 
Lords and of our Shippers both on the broad Sea, as in 
the Ports of this Commonwealth, fomc by force, fome 
by fighting arc taken by your men and kept.
